Jim Ferguson, 
Veteran Texas

Austin, :Tex., Sept. 22 —UV-The 
groat and the near-great in Texas 
today mourned thc passing 
of 
Farmer Jim Ferguson, dominant, 
colorful, political personality whose 
"vest 
pocket 
vote" 
controlled 
stormy Texas history for a quarter 
of a century. 


At 73, James E. Ferguson, who 
rose from a farmhand to become 
twice governor of Texas and the 
husband of thc state's only woman 
governor, Mrs. Miriam A. Fergu- 
son, died yesterday after a lengthy 
illness. He will be buried today in 
the state cemetery. 


A banker and blackland farmer 
in cotton-rich Bell county before he 
entered 
political 
life, 
Ferguson 
could speak the language of thc 
iarmer, but when occasion demand- 
ed he was equally adept with bank- 
er's talk. 


The Ferguson "vest pocket vote" 


for years was 
a . by-word over 
Texas, which saw him impeached 
nnd removed from office in 19J7 
during his second term and defeat- 
ed as a presidential nominee ot u 
party he formed, 
and later wit- 
nessed election of his wife as gov- 
ernor twice and her defeat three 
times, thc last time in 1940. 


Though he often expressed

gret that he had not followed a bus- 
iness career, Ferguson was

force for a greater length of time 
than any other man in thc colorful 
history of Texas public life.
